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A FRIGHTFUL WRECK 


Engine and Train Flange Into 
the River. 


.. 
THREE TRAINMEN KILLED 


Fou rteen Cars Went Down—Missouri 
Pacific’s Worst Accident for 
Several Years Past. 


Three trainmen 
were instantly 
killed and fourteen cars of freight 
hurled into the Missouri river in a 
wreck that took place on the Mis­ 
souri Pacific railroad at New Haven, 
a station sixty -four miles west of 
St. Louis, at 2:30 o’clock Sunday 
morning. 
The cause of the wreck was a 
landslide, 
caused 
by 
the heavy 
rain. 
The track had been Ifct by 
the running water and was left with­ 
out support. 
It gave way under 
the train, and roadbed, track and 
train went into the river. 
The tracks at that point lie along 
the river bank, and the water that 
had gathered on the blufï above ran 
down on the track. 
The wrecking 
crews from Chamois and St. Louis 
went to work at once and the track 
was cleared at jo o’clock this morn­ 
ing. The bodies of Engineer Homer 
Evans, Fireman Henry Haukup and 
Brakeman J , E. McQueen, all of 
whom were from St. Louis, were all 
recovered during 
the 
afternoon. 
The other tw n m en escaped with 
slight injuries. 
Officials of the Missou ri Pacific 
state that the cau se of the wreck 
was the tre.mendou s fall of rain that 
visited that portion of the state 
Satu rday afternoon and 
Satu rday 
night. 
It was mu ch in the natu re 
of a waterspou t at places and flood­ 
ed the entire cou ntry . 
At the point where the wreck 
took place a roaring stream was 
formed where there was none be­ 
fore and where there was no pro­ 
vision for any body of water to be 
carried off. 
The track one mile 
east of New Haven, where the 
wreck took place, lies along the 
bank of the river twenty feet above 
the water, while another bluff tow­ 
ers thirty feet above the track. 
There is a ditch along the track 
with box sluiceway s to allow the 
water to pass under the track, but, 
when four inches of water fell, 
these boxes were inadequate and 
great cuts were made in the road­ 
bed that left the track unsupported. 
The freight train came bowling 
along, and when it hit the unsup­ 
ported track, train, track and all 
went sliding down the bank into the 
river. 
At the time of the wreck Engi­ 
neer Evins, Fireman Haukup and 
Head Brakeman J . 
C. McQueen 
were all on the engine. 
They were 
carried down into the water and 
their bodies were found later in the 
cab of the engine. They were badly 
bruised, but 
death 
had 
resulted 
from drowning. 
Fourteen cars of 
freight of a miscellaneous charac­ 
ter were carried down in the wreck. 
The last tram that passed over 
the track prior to the wreck was the 
St. Louis passenger from Omaha, 
which brought a heavy run of pas­ 
sengers. 
At the point mentioned 
the engineer found water on the 
track when he crossed at 11:23 
ran slowly , as he well knew the 
dangerous condition of the track 
when water ran over it. 
He 
encountered much 
similar 
trouble and ran slowly through it 
until Conductor Marsh went for­ 
ward to the engine to inquire why 
such slow time was being made and 
learned the facts. 
Marsh remained 
in the engine for thirty miles and 
found water on the rails at many 
places. 
The condition was reported from 
the station where the first stop was 
made, and at several of the places 
flagmen were stationed and *‘slow” 
orders at once given fo r all trains. 
It is claimed that the ill fated train 
had slow 
orders 
when 
it 
was 
wrecked and was supposed to be on 
the lookout. 
f 
The wreck blocked the 
entire 
road from St. Louis and threw the 
other trains into great confusion 
and they all came in far behind. 
The wreck was one of the worst 
that has occurred on the line for

were sent over the Wabash and M., 
K. & T. roads from St. Lou is to 
Sedalia, bu t this afternoon every ­ 
thing is ru nning along as u su al, the 
main line being opened for both 
freight and passenger traffic. 


Other Information. 
A special dispatch from New 
Haven to the Globe-Democrat gives 
the following additioual in regard to 
the wreck: 
' 
Three men were concealed in the 
cars that went down. 
They were 
from St. Louis, and had been work­ 
ing on the government works at 
Gasconade. 
One 
of 
them 
was 
William Douglas, who received a 
broken leg 
and 
other 
injuries. 
One of the others was taken out 
dead at 2 o’clock 4his afternoo 
The third escaped without injury . 
Each had a check for ii6 . 
Of the cars in the wreck, one 
contained mules, one hogs and an­ 
other 
cattle. 
The 
others 
were 
loaded with miscellaneous freight. 
The dead men all lived in St. Louis. 
Engineer Evans leaves a widow and 
five children, as also does Fireman 
Haukup. 
McQueen was a single 
man. 
They were instantly killed. 
The engine went headlong into the 
river, carry ing them with it. 
The 
bodies were frightfully scalded and 
bruised almost bey ond recognition. 
Evans 
carried 
an 
insurance of 
#3,000, and is given the name of 
being one of the best men on the 
eastern division of the road. 
One of the singular incidents con­ 
nected with this wreck is the fact 
that when the train was approach­ 
ing Gasconade, Chas, Koeliing, the 
middle brakeman, claims to have 
seen an apparition while on top cf 
his train. 
It was a white object, 
and dissolved before his gaze. 
It 
so affected him that he feared an 
accident, 
and 
offered 
Engineer 
Evans #2 for his insurance policy 
until St. Louis was reached. 
Roadmaster 
McGuigan 
board­ 
ed 
the 
train at Etlah, 
the first 
station west of here. 
He started 
to get on the enginr, but the blind­ 
ing rain and darkr ess warned him 
to stay on the ca t ore, thus saving 
his life 
s 
A hravy freight train passed over 
this point about one hour before 
freight train No. 128 plunged into 
the river. 
A section gang with a 
handcar were also patrolling the 
track, on account of the storm, and 
passed over the road a short time 
prior to the accident, and on both 
occasions the roadbed and track ap­ 
peared to be in a perfectly safe 
condition, so that the slide must 
have occurred just about the time 
the train reached it. 
The bodies of the three dead 
trainmen arrived in St. 
I.ouis at 
11:30 o’clock last night. 
Conductor Lee and Brakemen 
Welsh and Kelling, who were on the 
wrecked train, but who escaped in­ 
jury , returned to St. 
Louis last 
night.

iEOMEN AND WARDERS. 


Anc ie nt Corps Whic h Are Fre qus nt- 
ly Confounde d with Ea c h Othe r. 
Two English semi-military organi­ 
zations, 
wh ich exist, as do many 
oth er institutions in th e United 
Kingdom, largely on account of tra­ 
dition, rath er th an from any special 
necessity , 
are th e tower warders 
and y eomen of th e guard. 
From a 
h azy idea of th eir actual duties and 
a similarity in th eir uniform th ey 
are freq uently confounded, not only 
by visiting Americans, but by Eng­ 
lish men wh o are proud of th eir 
knowledge of English institutions. 
Th e London S’^etch takes occasion 
to correct some of th e errors th at 
h ave existed in th e popular mind re­ 
garding th ese old establish ed corps. 
Th e roy al body guard of th e y eo­ 
men of th e guard was founded in 
148 5 by Henry VII. and was mod­ 
eled upon a similar band maintained 
by Louis XI. of 
France. 
It was 
originally a troop of arch ers, but 
since th e time of William III. th e 
corps h as been armed with parti­ 
sans, or pikes. 
Th e earl of Oxford 
was th e first captain. 
Th e corps 
consists of 100 men, four exone (an 
officer peculiar to th e corps), an ad­ 
jutant, a lieutenant and ensign and 
a captain, wh o ch anges with th e 
government. 
Lord Waldcgravo is 
th e present captain and h e succeed­ 
ed Lord Limerick. 
Th e y eomen 
m ust all h ave seen service, and as a 
general th ing th ey are th e pick of 
th e noncommissioned officers of th e 
army . 
Many of th em are men dec­ 
orated for distinguish ed service on 
th e field. 
A rth ur Rule wears a 
decoration for distinguish ed 
con­ 
duct a t Inkerman, and Robert Kell 
carries th e only Victoria cross in 
th e corps, for saving th e colors at 
Delh i. 
Th e town warders are also usually 
apix)inted from among th e noncom­ 
missioned officers of th e army , but 
it is not n(?cessary th at th ey sh ould 
h ave seen war service. 
Th ey are 
eligible until th ey are 50 y ears of 
age. 
Th eir uniform is th e same as 
th at worn by th e y eomen, with th e 
exception of th e sash . 
Th e uniform 
w’as granted to th e wai'dcrs by Ed­ 
ward VI. a t th e req uest of th e duke 
of Somerset, to wh om th ey h ad been 
very kind during imprisonment in 
th e tower. 
Th e y eomen of 
th e 
guard receive £ 30 a y ear and uni­ 
form. 
Th eir duties are to attend to 
levees, drawing-rooms 
and oth er 
state occasions. 
Th eir guai\l-rooin 
is in Friary court.

every lxxly wh o 
h eard of a death among h is ac­ 
q uaintances like th at of th e arch ­ 
bish op of Canterbury deemed it in­ 
cumbent on h im to j^rofess, and in 
many cases actually felt, a sort of 
h orror wh ich to-day is almost ab­ 
sent from men’s minds. 
Conventionalism on th e subject is 
extinct, no one deplores th e sudden­ 
ness of th e event, and th ose wh o 
speak frankl}’ say openly : 
“How 
terrible for th e arch ’oish op’s rela­ 
tions, but h ow fortunate for h im.” 
Th e instinctive wincing or sh ivering 
of th e mind seems, In fact, to h ave 
been transferred to th e death s after 
long suffering, and it is not uncom­ 
mon to h ear men acknowledge th at 
th ey would rath er die as th e arch ­ 
bish op died th an in any oth er way, 
and even declare th at th ey 
no 
carefully avoid repeating th at pray er 
in th e Litany wh ich , as th ey tliink, 
involves a petition to th e Almigh ty 
against sudden death . 
It is by no 
means clear from th e context th at 
th ey are not partially in error, and 
th at th e pray er 
is not directed 
against th e death by violence wh ich 
at th e time it was w ritten was of all 
subjects of appreh ension th e most 
constant and most reasonable.

Wide interest h as 
been created by th e description of a 
new departure in th e sy stem of com­ 
bined warming and ventilation in­ 
troduced by Prof. Fisch er in th e 
new memorial ch urch at 
Berlin, 
Germany , wh ich in its general plan 
resembles St. Paul’s cath edral in 
London. 
To th e h eigh t of 8 0 feet 
from th e floor th e walls are trav­ 
ersed by h ot air ch ambers, so th at 
from th e ground to th e galleries, 22 
feet above, th ere is no perceptible 
difference of tem perature, th e air 
being kept constantly at 15 degrees 
C. (60 degrees P. ). 
Th e aim of th e 
engineer h as been th e removal from 
th e sjiaco occupied by th e congre­ 
gation of th e path s followed by th e 
currents 
of 
air 
convey ing 
th e 
warm th from th e sources of h eat to 
th e radiating surfaces by placing 
th e h eating apparatus h igh up in 
th e neigh borh ood of th e cooling sur­ 
faces, maintaining, in reversal of th e 
usual procedure, a h igh er tem pera­ 
ture in th e upper portion of th e 
building and intercepting and re­ 
h eating th e cooled air in its descent 
toward th e lower p art occupied by 
th e congregation.

In th e dome th ere is a th ird sot of 
coils, wh ich , alth ough th ey do not 
contribute to th e vrarming of th o 
parts occupied by th o worsh ipers, 
serve effectually to prevent th e de­ 
scent of th e foul air by promoting 
its continued ascent toward, and es­ 
cape th rough , tlie apertures in th e

Jh e fact that at an elevation of 
1,200 foot above the sea coraiino 
limestone was found, and the for­ 
mation of the liills, cased as they 
were with coral from base to sum­ 
mit,^ led the traveler to observe that 
Christmas island was unique and a 
most remarkable example of coral 
formation.

of fine, flying salt extends for many

appears to be w*hoiiy independent of 
barometer pressurerai the hydro- 
metric state of the atmosphere. 
M. 
Schiepel says that it is due to the 
“ pulverization” of sea water by the 
breaking of the surf upon the rocks. 
He also contends that the phenome­

Fe Railroad Co., now in the hands 
of receivers, formerly paid Allen 
Manvel $50,000 a year.

days the company was paying divi­ 
dends and Its stock was way above 
par. 
The Gould interests pay the vice 
president and general manager cf 
the Missouri P a d h c $25,000 a year. 
Other executive officers and heads 
of 
departments of

of the 
transportation lines in the United 
States receive from three to five 
time as much money as a United 
State senator. 
Undoubtedly the 
largest salary 
ever paid to a man in America was 
paid to George Gould by his father. 
In Jay Gould’s will the sum of $5,- 
000,000 was left to his son as com­ 
pensation for five years’ services. 
This was at the rate of $1,000,000 a 
year.

President 
Cleveland five terms to earn $1,- 
000,000. 
George Gould received it not as a 
bequest, but as 
a wage, else he 
would have been compelled to pay 
an inheritance tax on it, and the 
courts said he did not have to do 
this.

A. Cuban 
Filibuster Steamer 
Scuttled By a Spy. 


PUMPS TAMPERED WITH. 


£ifi:ht of the Crew Are Missinjr— Novel­ 
ist Stephen Crane Has a Very 
Narrow Escape. 


N e w Y o r k , Jan. 4 — The Journal 
has the following from its special 
correspondent, giving full details of 
the sinking of the steamer Com^ 
modore, the dispatch having been 
sent from Dayton, Florida, under 
date of the 3d: 


That 
the 
hlibustering 
steamer 
Com m odore, which sank early y e s­ 
terday morning 
off 
the coast of 
Florida, was sent to the bottom by 
the treacherous hand of an enemy 
to Cuba there is no room to doubt. 
As a matter of fact, 
two men are 
strongly 
suspected 
of 
having 
scuttled the vessel and of having 
laid careful plans to prevent the 
escape of the men whom they had 
sent to sea in a death trap. 
Prompt 
efforts will be made to prove the 
crime, and should the men under 
suspicion turn out to be guily of 
the horrible act 
committed their 
fate will not be an enviable one. 
A t 
10 o ’clock on Friday night, 
when we bad got well out to sea, it 
was discovered that a bad leak was 
letting water into the vessel’s hull. 
Captain Murphy at 
once ordered 
that the pumps be manned and the 
crew started cheerfully to obey ihe 
command. 
But after a very short time spent 
in the work the men found that the 
pumps were useless 
Hasty exam ­ 
ination 
showed 
that their valves 
had all been removed. 
This was 
absolute proof of treachery, and we 
realized that some one had planned 
diabolically to send us all to the 
bottom of the sea. 
With 
this 
discovery 
came the 
(knowledge that our only hope of 
safety lay in the vessel’s small boats, 
and preparations were at once b e ­ 
gun to get them ready for service. 
There were three of these boats 
on board, including a little 10 foot 
dingy, used for harbor service. 
T o 
the two larger boats were assigned 
all the men except Capt. Murphy, 
Stephen Crane, the novelist, Oiler 
Wm. Higgins and your correspond­ 
ent. 
We purposed staying onboard 
until all the rest had cleared the 
sinking vessel and then taking our 
chances in the dingy. 
The first of the small boats to be 
launched into the sea which 
was 
boiling about us got away safe' • 
but the second was swamped ana 
capsized 
almost 
as 
soon 
as she 
touched the water. 
The 
men 
in 
her, however, managed to secure a 
hold on the boat, and the last we 
saw of them they were being swept 
out into the gulf stream. 
What fate these two boat loads of 
men— 24 in all— met I am unable to 
say, 
but we hope here that they 
were in some way rescued. 
Just before the Commodore went 
down the four of us remaining on 
board got safely off in the 
little 
cockleshell left us and made straight 
for the Florida coast. 
A gale was 
blowing, and the sea was terribly 
rough, but we managed by constant 
work to keep our little craft at east 
right side up. 
When day broke nothing was to 
be seen of the Commodore. 
She 
must have gone 
down soon after 
we had abandoned her. 
Th e coast was in sight, 
and we 
pulled away for land. 
But in the 
face of the wind and waves we made 
but slow progress, and when dark­ 
ness came upon us we were still far 
from the glistening sand we coveted 
with all our souls. 
Late last night we reached a point 
off D aytona and tried to effect a 
landing, but found the surf so high 
that we were afraid to trust ourselves 
to the seething breakers. 
So we 
lay there where we were all the rest 
of the night and worked for 
our 
lives until the sun rose this morning 
in the effort to keep our boat from 
filling. 
^ 
A t last, at 7 o ’clock this morning, 
we 
determined to brave the surf, 
and sturdily rowed our little vessel 
into the com bing 
rollers. 
In the 
twinkling of an eye we were strug­ 
gling in the water, our dingy boat 
having gone under before the 
first 
big wave. 
Although I cannot swim 
a srtoke I was fortunate enough to 
be swept high onto the beach 
b e­ 
fore I had swallowed enough salt 
water to kill me and 
was 
actually 
the first man to get ashore. 
Higgins, 
the 
oiler, 
although 
a 
Strong man and an expert swimmer, 
was drowned, or was killed by the 
surf. 
We 
do 
not 
know which. 
Both Mr. Crane and Captain Mur- 


phey saved their lives, and in a few 
moments all three of us were lying 
panting on the sand, giving mental 
thanks for our deliverence. 
At present we are 
terribly e x ­ 
hausted by our efforts, but other­ 
wise quite well.

ALL ABOUT A POMP. 


A Sed alia Case Th at Attracted Atten ­ 
tio n in St. Lo u is. 


The case against W. V. Botts, 
charged with taking a pump belong­ 
ing to J. H. Kruse, which will come 
up before Justice Truxel Wednes­ 
day, was thus referred to in the St. 
Louis Republic of Sunday: 
About 4 o'clock Friday afternoon 
a strange looking procession moved 
slowly up Clark avenue and entered 
th^ Four fcourts. 
From a distance 
it looked like two men carrying a 
railroad tie, but a closer inspection 
revealed the fact that the object 
was an old-fashioned wooden pum[^ 
about 10 feet long, and the figur * 
carrying the rear end of it was that 
of 
Detective 
Jack 
Williams, the 
Berry 
Wall 
of 
Chief Desmond's 
staff 
The man at the other end of the 
pump was a stranger, and as the 
procession filed up Clark avenue 
considerable 
discussion 
was 
in­ 
dulged in as what it all meant. 
Some of the detective's friends 
advanced the theory that as it was 
New Year's day he had sworn off. 
drinking water and had pulled the 
pump from its place in the well so 
that he might not be tempted to 
break his* pledge. 
Others said that he was taking 
the pump to headquarters, where it 
was to be mounted m the middle of 
the floor in the detectives' room as 
a symbol showing what the brain 
workers of the police department 
were to drink during the year 1897. 
The detective carried his end of 
the pump with his left hand, and in 
his right he carried a revolver, and 
seemed to keep a careful watch on 
the unknown man' who 
bore 
the 
other end of the burden. 
And this 
led some embryo.Sherlock Holmes 
to declare that the bulky form of 
the pump contained the proceeds of 
the Blue Cut train robbery and that 
the astute detective had earned the 
big reward offered by the Chicago 
and Alton railroad. 
In through the Clark avenue en­ 
trance to the four courts, through 
the long hall and into Chief Des­ 
mond's office went 
the 
two men 
with their load, pursued by a curi- 


ous crowd. 
About an hour later, after the 
man who carried the front end of 
the pump had been locked up and 
the detective had washed his hands 
and fanned himself cool, the mys­ 
tery 
was 
explained 
by 
a report 
which was sent to the press room 
“ Wm. Desmond, Chief of Det' 
lives: 
Dear Sir.— Upon r'^ceipt of 
a telegram from Sedalia, 
.0., stat­ 
ing that a warrant had h^en issued 
against Wm. Botts for the larceny 
of a pump, I went to his honte, at 
6736 South Sixth street, and arrest 
ed him. 
Finding the pump at his 
house, I ordered 
the prisoner to 
carry one end of it, anifl I carried 
the other and brought the pump to 
the station. 
The prisoner is locked 
up in the holdover to await the ar­ 
rival of an officer from Sedalia.
